Claims 1-11 

The inventions described in claims 1-1 1 do not appear to involve an inventive step 
based on documents 1-5 cited in the ISR. 

Document 1 (claims; Par. Nos. 0028-0029) describes a composition comprising the 
resin component, filler, and oxophosphorus acid ester specified in the present application, 
and also discloses the possibility of adding a flame retardant. Furthermore, document 2 
(claims; Par. Nos. 0047-0048, 0050-0053, 0055) describes a composition comprising the 
resin component, filler, and phosphorus flame retardant specified in the present application. 

On the other hand, adding a phosphorus flame retardant and a silicone rubber in 
order to provide a resin with flame retardancy is publicly known as can be seen in the 
descriptions in document 3 (claims; Par. Nos. 0011-0012), document 4 (claims; Par. Nos. 
0067-0069, and document 5 (claims; Par. Nos. 0031-0041). 

Consequently, in the inventions of documents 1 and 2, using the phosphorus flame 
retardant and silicone rubber described in documents 3-5 as a flame retardant would be easy 
for a party skilled in the art. 
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
